By 
comparison, the tax slippage 
rate in six of the seven other 
states examined by Giovanni 
was in the 2-3 per cent range.

Under 
existing law, the Department 
of Revenue can revoke the 
sales license of a business that 
is delinquent by 60 days or 
more. If the business continues 
to operate after the license is 
revoked, state law requires that 
the violator be charged with a
